Trading Estates’ Place in Changing 
Industrial Structure 


We publish below the second of the series of articles on the Development Areas, the policy and principle of 


the trading estates being outlined in detail. 


Last week we gave a general survey of what has been achieved 


and what it 1s hoped to accomplish in the areas under the provisions of the Distribution of Industry Act, 
1945. Later articles will deal at greater length with each area. 


N considering the functions of trading estates, the 
growing importance of which has been a significant 


feature of industrial Britain in the last twenty-five _ 


years, it will be seen that a new form of service to industry 
has been brought into being which has already proved 
of the greatest value in encouraging the growth of new 
and‘ lighter forms of manufacture, many of which began 
to make their way in the world after the 1914-18 War. 
A trading estate, by taking off the shoulders of the 
manufacturer many responsibilities, enables him to 
concentrate on his main work—production and distribu- 
tion. 

Although there are some trading (or factory) estates, 
eg. the pioneer Trafford Park Estates Ltd., Manchester, 
where land is made available on which manufacturers 
may build works at their own cost, the fundamental 
principle, as it is now understood, is that of building 
factories and offering them, with all usual services laid 
on, to manufacturers on a rental basis. The advantages 
are obvious; the manufacturer does not purchase 
land, is not called upon to invest a large part of his 
capital in buildings, and can safely leave to those respon- 
sible for the development of a trading estate the neces- 
sary negotiations with public utility companies, local 
authorities and others for the provision of rail and road 
facilities and of supplies of gas, water and electricity 
Zoned for “ factories which are to be. sited on 
Industry and which has been zoned and appro- 

priately planned for industrial use. In 
other words, a manufacturer, having agreed the type and 
size of factory he requires and the site on which it is to 
be built, concentrates on the planning of his new produc- 
tion unit. 

These advantages were first of all seen very clearly at 
Slough after the 1914-18 War when Slough Estates Ltd. 
commenced to turn a dump for surplus war stores into 


a new industrial area. The company built a large 
number of factories of a standard and simple design 
which were let at modest rentals and proved so popular 
that labour from some of the Special Areas (South 
Wales, the North-east Coast, Central Scotland and West 
Cumberland), and particularly from South Wales, began 
to flow into the town seeking work in the many new 
factories which sprang up on the Trading Estate. 

This movement of population served to emphasise 
the necessity of associating the provision of suitably 
zoned and planned housing with the development of a 
trading estate which, by creating a very large demand 
for labour (through the medium of the factories attracted 
to the estate) exerts a force comparable to that of the 
location of one of the old basic industries, e.g. an iron 
and steel works, in an earlier period of Britain’s industrial 
history. 

The late Sir Ebenezer Howard, in his book “ To- 
morrow” had suggested the form which the town of 
the future should take in order that its several parts 
(of which the industrial area is one) should be planned 
Town of and developed in their true relationship. 
the Future By his courage and initiative a start on 

these lines was made at Letchworth in 
1904, and later in 1920 at Welwyn Garden City. In 
both these new towns a large area was zoned for industry ; 
there was to be no haphazerd sprawling development 
which had done so much to mar the towns of an earlier 
industrialism. Subsequent industrial development in 
these towns had two things in common with Slough 
Estates Ltd. ; it was kept within well-defined*and pre- 
planned areas, and the Development Companies, whilst 
prepaied to lease sites to manufacturers who wished to 
build at their own cost, also erected a large amount of 
factory space which was made available on a rental basis. 

There is no doubt that this latter facility played a 
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most important part in attracting industries to Letchworth and 
Welwyn Garden City. It proved particularly attractive to the 
new firm or to the established undertaking branching out into a 
new and untried line. One firm, for example, started in a 
1,700 sq. ft. factory on a rental basis at Welwyn Garden 
City with about six people; as additional accommodation 
was required it was made available by the Development Company 
until eventually the firm employed nearly 2,000 workpeople and 
rented about 200,000 square feet of factory space. 

In the years between the two wars it was evident that certain 
of the older centres of industry, particularly South Wales, West 
Cumberland, North-East Coast and the Scottish industrial belt, 
were not attracting a reasonable share of new industrial develop- 
ment. These areas (later to be classified as Special Areas in 
legislation aiming at a solution of their grave unemployment 
problems), were too dependent on the older forms of industry, 
coal mining, shipbuilding, the manufacture of iron and steel, 
etc., and therefore felt the full force of the difficulties which 
followed the termination of the 1914-18 War. 

The problem of attracting other types of industry was aggra- 
vated by the fact that there was almost a complete lack of factory 
space available for the purpose. Manufacturers who visited these 
districts searched in vain for similar facilities (e.g. factories on 
a rental basis) to those which they knew existed in the Greater 
London Area. Despite the fact that there was a very large 
surplus of labour, transport facilities, including important sea 
ports for export industries, coal and other forms of power and 
the general advantages of districts long wedded to one form or 
another of industry, the lack of premises proved a serious 
deterrent to the establishment in the Special Areas of new 
industries of the type which preferred to rent rather than build 
factory space, particularly as at that time it was popularly 
accepted that proximity to the great London market was 
essential to success. 


Availability of Premises 


In 1935-36 the Board of Trade examined a large number of 
new developments in order to find what were the main factors 
which had influenced their location : ‘‘ Availability of premises ”’ 
proved to be the dominant factor in the majority of cases. As 
the lighter industries could not be expected to settle in any part 
of the four Special Areas until factory space on a rental basis 
was provided, and as there were no signs that private enterprise 
in these areas was about to make available facilities comparable 
to those which already existed in Greater London, the Government 
decided to set up trading estates in the Special Areas. 

The Commissioners for Special Areas in England and Wales 
and in Scotland were charged with the task and they encouraged 
a number of prominent and public-spirited men in each area to 
form companies limited by guarantee for the purposes of selecting, 
purchasing and developing agreed sites, building and letting 
factories and generally managing “‘ Trading Estates ” on similar 
lines to those in existence in the South of England. The whole of 
the finance was to be provided by way of loans by the Govern- 
ment; the directors (with the exception of one in each case 
nominated by the Treasury) were to be elected by the signatories 
to the memorandum and articles of association and not by the 
Government and all were to be unpaid ; each company was to 
be a non-profit making organisation which would enter into an 
agreement to pay interest on the loans made to it by the Govern- 
ment. Four main companies were formed :— 

North-Eastern Trading Estates Ltd. to develop and 
manage a Trading Estate at Team Valley, Gateshead-on- 
Tyne, and later two much smaller estates at Pallion, Sunder- 
land and St. Helens, West Auckland, Co. Durham. 

Scottish Industrial Estates Ltd. to develop a Trading 
Estate at Hillington, near Glasgow (later an associated 
Company—Lanarkshire Estates Ltd.—with the same 
Board of Directors—was formed to develop much smaller 
Estates at Carfin, Chapelhall and Larkhall). 

South Wales and Monmouthshire Trading Estates Ltd. to 
develop a Trading Estate at Treforest, Pontypridd, Nr. 
Cardiff. 

West Cumberland Industrial Development Company Ltd. 
to develop a number of small sites on the same lines through- 
out the West Cumberland Special Area. 

The first trading estate to be opened was at Team Valley, 
Gateshead-on-Tyne, in 1936. The others followed shortly after- 
wards. At the outbreak of war in September 1939 about 15,000 
were employed in factories built on these Government-financed 
Trading Estates and the first steps towards a great diversity of 
industry in the then known Special Areas had been successfully 
taken. 


War Contribution 


During the last war a number of factories were built on the 
trading estates by or for the Ministries of Supply and Aircraft 
Production and the Admiralty and these together with the firms 
in production on the Estates in September 1939 made an impor- 
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tant contribution to the war effort. At one time during the wa; 
50,000 were employed on these Government-financed Trading 
Estates. : 

In May 1944 the Coalition Government issued a ‘ White 
Paper’ on Employment Policy. This showed, inter alia, that 
a determined effort was to be made to bring prosperity to the old 
Special Areas (henceforth known as ‘‘ Development Areas ”—, 
title indicating policy and purpose). Part of the policy was to 
be based on a wide extension of trading estate principles, vir, 
the building of factories-to-let which would be the means of 
taking the work to the workers. 

The White Paper stated that “it will be an object of Govern. 
ment policy to secure a balanced industrial development in areas 
which have in the past been unduly dependent on industries 
specially vulnerable to unemployment,” and that as part of this 
policy the “ Government will continue and extend the policy 
of erecting in development areas factories on individual and 
collective sites, for sale or lease, including factories which can be 
rented in sections.”

Widespread Factory Programme 


On June 15, 1945, the Distribution of Industry Act 1945 was 
passed repealing the Special Areas (Development and Improve. 
ment) Acts, 1934 and 1937 and placing, inter alia, the respon. 
sibility for the ‘“‘ Development Areas” on the Board of Trade, 
Section 2 of the Act reads :— 

The Board of Trade may with the consent of the Treasury 
make loans to trading or industrial estate companies 
(whether incorporated before or after the passing of this 
Act) where the Board are satisfied that the loans will further 
the provision of industrial premises in development areas 
in such a way as to induce persons to establish or expand 
industrial undertakings in such areas. 

The Trading Estate Companies were to be the “ instruments” 
of the Government in carrying into effect a widespread factory 
building programme throughout the Development Areas. 

In addition they were to have charge of the conversion into 
trading estates of a selected number of Ordnance Factories 
where part of the buildings could be readily altered and made 
suitable for peace-time production. This policy has_ been 
energetically and successfully put into operation and in later 
articles detailed descriptions of the progress achieved in each 
Development Area will be given. It is sufficient at the moment 
to add the following summary :— 


North-East Coast 

Two new Trading Estates are to be developed at Jarrow— 
South Shields and in the Hartlepools. Two Ordnance Factories 
at Aycliffe and Spennymoor are being converted into trading 
estates. Many single and small collective sites are also being 
developed. 


South Wales ; 

One new trading estate—at Swansea—is to be developed. 
In this case the Government will have the benefit of the great 
experience of Slough Estates Ltd., who will manage the estate 
on behalf of the South Wales and Monmouthshire Trading 
Estates Ltd. Two Ordnance Factories—at Bridgend and 
Hirwaun—are being converted into Trading Estates. Many 
single and small collective sites are also being developed. 


Scotland 

Seven new trading estates—at Dundee, Newhouse, Blantyre, 
Port Glasgow, Renton, Kilmarnock and Killwinning—are to be 
developed. Several single and small collective sites are alw 
being developed. 


West Cumberland 

Many single and collective sites are being developed. The 
existing Solway Estate at Maryport is being substantially 
extended and a new trading estate will be developed at Working: 
ton. 


In addition to this vast programme the trading estate com- 
panies will! act as managing agents for the Board of Trade in the 
letting of any war-time erected factories (e.g. the Standard 
Factories built for the Ministry of Production by the Ministry 
of Works) which may pass to that Department. 

What was in the nature of an experiment only a relatively 
short time ago has now been tried and tested and is to-day al 
accepted and important part of the country’s industrial econony. 
The present widespread activities of these Government-financed 
trading estate companies are already bringing new life and hope 
into districts which have painful memories of unemployment. 
Their tasks are not easy and will not be accomplished overnight, 
but a great debt of gratitude is due to the many public-spirited 
men who as directors of these companies are giving of their time 
to help the men and women of their areas. They have the satis 
faction of knowing that they are succeeding.

Employment and Unemployment in 
Great Britain, November 1945 


HE Ministry of Labour and National Service have recently 

issued statement giving particulars of employment 

and unemployment in Great Britain in November of last 
year. The ages covered by the statement are—men, 14-64 and 
women, 14-59. 

The total working population is estimated to have decreased 
during November by 83,000 (men by 7,000 and women by 
76,000). The total drop since the end of June is 437,000 (men 
34,000 and women 403,000). The total working population at 
the end of November was, however, greater than in mid-1939 
by 1,384,000 (men 158,000, women 1,226,000). 

Because of the increased rate of release from the Forces, the 
number of demobilised men and women estimated to have been 
taking paid leave increased during November by 190,000, and 
reached 550,000 at the end of the month. On the other hand, the 
increase in unemployment between the middle of October and the 
middle of November was 33,000, against a rise of 60,000 in the 
previous month. The number of insured unemployed at mid- 
November was 266,000. The increase during the following month 
was only 19,000, the number at mid-December being 285,000. 
«The total number in the Forces and Auxilliary Services and 
engaged in civilian employment at the end of November was 
306,000 less than in October (men 216,000 and women 90.000) 
and 1,110,000 less than at the end of June (men 590,000 and 
women 520,000). 


General Man-power Position

The total number employed in industry increased during the 
month by 58,000, thus interrupting the tendency to decline 
which had been in operation since the latter part of 1943. This 
increase was due to the larger numbers of men becoming available 
from the Forces coupled with a slackening in the rate of retire- 
ment of women from industry. This slackening resulted in the 
number of women employed in industry at the end of November 
being about 100,000 greater than had been expected. 


In the Services 


Numbers in the Forces and Auxiliary Forces, Civil Defence 
Services, N.F.S. and Police employed in the manufacture of 
equipment and supplies for the Forces up to November 1945 
and the programme figures for December 31 are shown in the 
following table. 

During November the number employed in this Section 


decreased by 616,000, of which the Forces and Auxiliary Services 
accounted for 363,000, N.F.S. and Police for 1,000 and the manu-

facture of equipment and supplies for the Forces for 252,000. 

This decrease offset the fall of 306,000 in the total number in 
employment and was therefore an increase in employment, in 
November, of 310,000 in home civilian industries and services 
and manufacture for export. 

For the five months from the end of June to the end of 
November there was a total decrease in the number employed 
in the Forces, N.F.S. and Police and in the manufacture of 
Equipment and Supplies for the Forces of 2,487,000. Allowing 
for the fall of 1,110,000 in the total number in employment, 
there was an increase in employment in these five months of 
1,377,000 in home civilian industries and services and manufac- 
ture for export. 


In Industry 


The table below gives an analysis of the changes in employ- 
ment in home civilian industries and services and manufacture 
for export between mid-1939 and November 1945. During the 
third quarter of 1945 there was an increase in the Section as a 
whole of 731,000 or an average of 244,000 per month. This 
was followed by an increase of 336,000 in October and of 310,000. 
in November, making a total for the five months of 1,377,000, 
In the manufacturing groups the increase in the third quarter 
amounted to 617,000 or an average of 206,000 per month, followed 
by an increase in October of 290,000 and of 211,000 in November, 
making a total increase in the five months of 1,118,000. Of the 
increase of 211,000 in November, manufacture for export 
accounted for 78,000, compared with an average monthly in- 
crease of 74,000 in the preceding four months. The estimated 
number employed at the end of November on production of 
manufactured goods for export, based on employers’ returns, 
was 793,000, compared with 417,000 at mid-1945, and about 
1 million at mid-1939.

The increase of 134,000 in civilian and export work in the 
metal and chemical industries in November was the net result 
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of a reduction of 210,000 in the number employed on work for 
the Forces offset in part by a decline of 76,000 in the total number 
employed in these industries from 3,782,000 to 3,706,000. For 
* other manufactures ” the increase of 77,000 was due in almost 
equal proportions to a reduction in work for the Forces of 
42,000 and to an increase of 35,000 in total employment.

Work of War Damage Commission in 1945 


During 1945 claims for repair of damage to land and buildings 
paid by the War Damage Commission to individual claimants 
numbered 318,000, compared with 344,000 in the previous 
twelve months. New payable claims sent in dropped from 
355,000 to 287,000 and payable claims in hand in the Com- 
mission’s sixteen Regional Offices from 54,000 to 22,500. These 
figures take no account of the premises repaired by Local Autho- 
rities, the cost of which is paid for direct. Including payments 
to Local Authorities the Commission has now paid claims up to 
the end of the year 1945 amounting to £315,729,000. 

V-bombs were still falling on this country in the early part 
of the year (the last came at the end of March), and the explosion 
of sea mines on the coast continues to add to the Commission’s 
liabilities. During 1945 241,000 new notifications of damage 
were received, against 928,000 in 1944. Some 90 per cent. of 
the 1945 figure came from London and “‘ Bomb Alley,”’ and the 
year’s peak was reached in the week ending January 26 with a 
total of 12,000. Notifications of damage still come in at the 
rate of over 1,000 per week. Nearly all these are out of time, 
and claimants are called upon to support them by a statutory 


declaration—a necessary safeguard, but one which involves the 
Commission in considerably more work than was needed on 
those notifications which were within the time limit. The normal 
limit was thirty days, but the period was temporarily extended 
by the Commission in those Regions affected by V-bomb attacks. 


Provisional classification of 439,000 properties into the 
“total loss’’ or “‘ not total loss” categories was carried out 
during the year. 333,000 of these were in the London region. 
For the main part this work of classification was brought up to 
date. 38,800 notifications of estimated value payments were 
issued during the year, bringing the total of these notifications 
up to 170,384. 


A start has been made with the work of rebuilding dwelling 
houses totally destroyed but qualifying for a cost of works 
payment; 7,500 specifications submitted before repairs were 
undertaken have been examined and approved; ~.d several 
thousands of schedules of war damage agreed. Steps have been 
taken to secure an increase of technical assistance in order further 
to speed up this branch of the Commission’s work. 
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Questions Answered in 
Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry 
asked in the House of Commons 


TUESDAY, JANUARY 22 


Germans’ Money in Britain 

HE President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 

was asked if he would state the total amount in sterling 

in this country held by the authorities on account of 
German nationals. He replied that it was not possible to give 
figures on the basis of nationality, but moneys actually held by 
the Custodians of Enemy Property in respect of persons under- 
stood to be resident in Germany proper were of the order of 
£10,000,000 sterling. These figures included certain doubtful 
items which might ultimately be excluded and they did not 
include any provision for German property in the United King- 
dom which had not been realised. 


U.K. Property in Germany 

The total amount of United Kingdom property in Germany 
had been estimated at approximately £100,000,000 and of 
moneys due to the United Kingdom from Germany in respect of 
financial and commercial debts at £90,000,000, another questioner 
was told. These figures did not include claims which might 
arise in respect of personal injuries or of loss or damage to United 
Kingdom property situated outside Germany. 


Concentrated Industries 

Asked what was the Government’s policy towards de-con- 
centration of industry in Scotland; which industries are to 
remain concentrated ; and for how long, the President referred 
to a previous answer on the subject published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on October 20. The policy in Scotland, as in 
England, he added, was to help deconcentration along as quickly 
as possible. In general, Board of Trade Regional Controllers 
would assist any concentrated firm that considered that it could 
get sufficient workers and materials to enable it to re-open 
successfully. In certain textile industries, however, and in the 
footwear industry, it remained necessary, for the present, that 
the arrangements for re-opening concentrated factories should 
be on a selective basis. He could not say how long it would be 
before the last concentrated factory was re-opened. 


Insurance of Motor Goods 
Vehicles 


The Ministry of War Transport state that in September 1945, 
insurers of motor goods vehicles agreed to continue and extend, 
without any general increase in rates, existing policies for motor 
goods vehicles whilst used within a group scheme although the 
Emergency Powers (Road Vehicles and Drivers) Order, 1939, 
removed certain restrictions on “ A,” “ B,” and “C” licences 
under the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 1933. 

The same concession has been agreed to in respect of vehicles 
used for other purposes on a certificate by an officer of the 
Ministry of War Transport that such use is necessary (1) to 
deal with an emergency or (2) because there were no other vehicles 
available which were licensed and insured for haulage for reward. 
These certificates are issued by District Transport Officers and 
are not issued for :— 

1, Normal work for the Road Haulage Organisation of the 

Ministry ; 

2. Civil Defence Work ; 

3. Use which could be put on a non-emergency footing. 

The insurers have now agreed that these arrangements shall 
be in force until March 31, 1946. 





Cost-of-Living on January 1, 
1946 


At January | the official cost-of-living index figure was 103 
points above the level of July 1914, showing no change as com- 
pared with a month earlier. The index figure of food prices also 
remained unchanged at 69 points above the level of July 1914. 
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More Cotton Piece-Goods 
for Export 


HE{Cotton} Board will issue shortly the cotton-piece 

goods export allocations for Period 1, 1946. Exporters 

will learn that a somewhat increased tonnage has been 
allotted for export purposes. It has been decided by the Board 
of Trade and the Cotton Board, after consultation with the 
Cotton Control and the merchants, that the additional tonnage 
available shall be employed under an Open Export Scheme. 

Allocation holders should note that from and including 
Period 1, 1946, the ‘“ Free’? Pool Scheme which has hitherto 
applied to South Africa, New Zealand, Southern Rhodesia, 
Northern Rhodesia, India, British West Indies, British East 
Africa, British West Africa and French West Africa will cease to 
operate. The whole of the tonnages allotted to these territories 
for piece-goods will be distributed as direct allocations. 

Provision has not been made by the Board of Trade for alloca- 
tions for the Latin-American countries, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Portugal and the United States, for which token allocations 
were issued in Period 4, 1945 for the purpose of re-establishing 
trade through normal commercial channels. It is felt that these 
markets and others will be better catered for with a greater 
measure of freedom which is the basis of the new scheme. 

It is proposed to operate the Open Export Scheme on the 
following lines : 

Any converier of non-wool piece-goods, either for home 
trade or export, may participate. 

There will be no restriction as to types of cloth and goods 
may be exported to any country whether or not the exporter 
had a basic qualification for that market, provided there 
ure payment arrangements with the United Kingdom. 

The usual CB (Export) forms will be employed and yardage 
by markets must be indicated. 

The scheme will not commence to operate until the basic 
market allocations have been dealt with, as we are under an 
obligation to meet them in full. Any allocation holder 
who is unable to use his basic yardage should understand 
that it will be cancelled on the closing date which will be 
announced when the basic allocations are issued. 

Fuller explanations regarding the Open Export Scheme will 
be given later. This notice should be regarded as advance 
information and converters should not take any action for the 
present. 

Yardage under the Open Export Scheme will only be approved 
to the converter when it is proved that the manufacturer con- 
cerned is in a position to weave and deliver within a reasonable 
time and that the spinner from whom he proposes to procure 
his yarn has sufficient licensed cover from the Cotton Control to 
enable the supply to be made. 

Converters who are successful in securing some production 
under the Open Export Scheme are urged, in their own interests, 
to direct their supplies to as wide a range of markets as possible, 
having regard to their individual long term interests. 





Photographic Goods 


The Board will shortly be making an Order which will remove 
the restrictions imposed by the Limitation of Supplies (Photo- 
graphic Goods) Order 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945 No. 871) on the 
supply of cameras and accessories and sensitised photographic 
material. 

The Ministry of Supply are now responsible for cameras and 
accessories and the Board of Trade will remain responsible for 
sensitised photographic material 

It should be borne in mind that removal of control does not 
mean that supplies of cameras and sensitised material in the 
shops will be at once increased: the change-over from produc- 
tion for war time needs to civilian production necessarily takes 
time. 

The Order removing the restriction requires persons whose 
names are on the Register on January 31, 1946 to submit returns 
showing the value of goods controlled under the Limitation of 
Supplies (Photographic Goods) Order 1945 supplied by them 
during the period August 1, 1945 to January 31, 1946. A copy 
of the appropriate form (Misc./26) will be sent to each person 
concerned. Any manufacturer who has not received his copy 
by March 18, 1946 should apply to the Assistant Chief 
Accountant, Board of Trade (Miscellaneous Section), North Gate, 
Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8. Application should not be 
made before that date.

HE table below gives further additional figures in con- 

tinuation of those originally published in the Board of 

Trade Journal for October 27. Space was provided in the 
original tables for the insertion of later figures. For convenience 
of reference the table of index-numbers has been printed at the 
end of the article, giving all the 1945 figures. 

The picture presented by the latest statistics is one of almost 
universal improvement ; the few exceptions are mostly in series 
where the new figure relates to a period which includes August, 
and so is affected by the holidays. 


Big Rise in Furniture 


The most striking increase is shown in the field of furniture 
and furnishings. The index for September—October rose to 236, 
against 186 in July-August, which was itself higher than for 
any other period. Most of the main series recorded substantial 
increases. Thus utility furniture output established a new high 
record in both September and October, and November showed 
a further substantial rise; supplies of carpets in September- 
November were over 50 per cent. higher than in the previous 
quarter ; the latest figures for linoleum, mattresses, sheets and 
wool blankets are all substantially higher than in any earlier 
period. The supply of radio sets is rising again after the drop 
caused by the switch from war-time civilian receivers to other 
models. 

At the same time it must, of course, be remembered that 
supplies of all these items are well below the pre-war level. The 


index-number of 236 for the group as a whole is not much over 
half the figure shown for 1938; it was explained in the original 
article that this is itself probably too low to be strictly 
comparable. 

Relatively few new figures have become available in the hard. 
ware field, and it has not been possible to calculate an index for 
September-October. Supplies of kettles and saucepans have 
increased substantially, thanks in part to the re-appearance of 
aluminium ware; the figures for brushes and brooms, on the 
other hand, show a downward movement for many types in the 
third quarter of the year. 


Better Supplies of Clothing 


In clothing the November figures for footwear are the best for 
any month since July 1942; if rubber footwear were included, 
the improvement would be more marked, as civilian supplies of 
this type have been increasing. The provisional index for other 
types of clothing for September—October, at 103, is the highest 
recorded since the first half of 1943; compared with the first 
half of this year it shows a rise of about 15 per cent. 

Substantial increases compared with the earlier months of the 
year were shown for each of the three main types of cloth. The 
wool figures for October and November were considerably 
higher than for any earlier month covered by the statistics, 
and the rayon figure for September—October was the highest 
since early in 1943; cotton, however, was less satisfactory and 
did not quite reach the level of a year earlier. 

The supply of knitted garments was also well above the

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rate prevailing in the first half of the year, and still further above 
the reduced rate recorded for July-August. The total quantity 
(expressed in coupon value) was higher than for any two-monthly 
period since the first half of 1943. The outerwear section was 
particularly noteworthy, as the figures were the highest on 
record ; for underwear, on the other hand, the total was very 
little above that for September—October 1944. 

Of the items which are not included in any of the index num- 
bers, several show noteworthy improvements. Thus the supplies 
of perambulators and push-chairs in both October and November 
wore far higher than in any earlier month, thanks to the reduced 
munitions work required from certain manufacturers. Teats 
and valves for babies’ bottles show large and progressive increases 
in October and November; and the amount of tobacco cleared 
for the home trade in those months was very high. On the other 
hand, lower imports have caused a sharp reduction in supplies of 
clocks and watches.

Pottery Working Party 
Interim Report 


HE Pottery Working Party has submitted a short 

Interim Report to the President of the Board of Trade 

calling attention to three matters on which they consider 
that urgent action ought, or may have, to be taken, namely a 
possible shortage of ball clay, the need to organise the develop- 
ment of exports to new markets and the likely need of an order, 
of priority in dealing with applications by pottery manufac- 
turers for building licences. 

The Report also gives certain information about key labour 
in the potteries so that the Board of Trade may have it before 
them when considering the question of Class B releases. 

In his reply, after thanking the Working Party for their 
suggestions, Sir Stafford Cripps says that his Department is 
examining the problem of ball clay supplies urgently with the 
Ministry of Labour and that he will arrange for an officer of the 
Board of Trade to attend a meeting or series of meetings with the 
different sections of the pottery industry in order to make 
arrangements to ensure that new export markets are properly 
supplied with ware. As regards building licences, Sir Stafford 
says that up to the present nearly all schemes ready for operation 
have been passed, but if the situation changes the question of 
priorities will be considered.

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COMPANY MEETING 


MICHAEL NAIRN AND GREENWICH 


DEMAND FOR LINOLEUM 


The twenty-fourth annual general meeting of Michael Nairn and 
Greenwich Ltd. was held on Friday, the 18th inst, at Kirkcaldy. 


Sir Michael Nairn, Bt., the chairman, in the course of his speech, 
said: Our net income, consisting principally of dividends received 
from subsidiary companies during 1945, amounted to £147,732, 
which compares with £147,425 for the previous year and, after adding 
£70,181 brought in, a sum of £217,913 is available for disposal. From 
this total, the directors are able to declare a final dividend of 9 per 
cent., making with the interim dividend of 34 per cent. paid on 
July 18, 1945, a total dividend of 124 per cent., less income tax, for 
1945, and to carry forward £69,886. 


Soon after the outbreak of the war, the insistent demands of the 
fighting services took precedence over all sections of domestic trade 
which early became subject to Government regulation and control 
and before very long the resources of the linoleum industry were 
harnessed to the war effort and important units of our Kirkcaldy 
plant were adapted to the manufacture of productions entirely 
foreign to the purpose for which they were originally installed. 


COMPANY’S WAR WORK 


In the earlier stages our war work was mainly confined to providing 
defensive equipment and commenced with the proofing of enormous 
quantities of cotton cambric used in the production of anti-gas 
clothing. This work took up a large area of our linoleum plant and 
buildings and developed later into a process for coating various 
materials for waterproof covers, tarpaulins, etc. We also coated 
large quantities of fabrix used to provide garnishing for camouflage 
purposes and we afterwards produced a serviceable first-aid substitute 
for repairing roofs and replacing broken glass. 


As the war developed and the Allies began to take the offensive 
our productions became aligned to the new situation and a large 
department was created, equipped for the manufacture of certain 
aircraft components, chiefly fuel tanks for Halifax bombers. At a 
later stage, we were enabled to undertake important armament 
contracts for the Admiralty and our maintenance engineers were 
called upon to form the nucleus of an extensive engineering depart- 
ment which, originally equipped for the manufacture of 18-inch 
torpedoes, was afterwards used to produce gun mounting equipment 
when the demand for the former weapon became less urgent. 


GREAT VARIETY OF CONTRACTS 


We also undertook vital work for the Ministry of Supply which 
provided facilities for the production of 25-pounder shell ammunition 
and we also contributed our quota in the supply of parts and cases 
for several types of bombs, including the 20,000 lb. variety, the 
largest, we understand, made in this country at that time. For the 
same Ministry we were also able to provide valuable storage space 
during the period of the war. It was our privilege so to adapt our 
works, thus enabling us to execute a great variety of contracts of 
vital importance. The foregoing is only a brief summary of the 
Nairn Company’s contribution to the national war effort in which 
the total sum involved amounted to over 8 million pounds, but 
fuller details of what we have been able to achieve will be found in 
the illustrated brochure to which I have already referred. 


The National Savings Campaign has from its inception received 
warm support from all sections of our organisation and the total 
contributed since 1940 in this connection has already amounted to 
over £37,000. , 


Our extensive works in Scotland fortunately escaped attention 
from the enemy, although the company’s properties in other parts of 
the country suffered serious damage. 


The outlook for the industry in the coming year is encouraging 
and the demand for linoleum is likely to exceed the supply for some 
time to come, but rapid acceleration in production is still handicapped 
by inadequate supplies of raw materials and shipping facilities. 
Since the conclusion of hostilities, we have been able to clear the 
market of the small remaining stocks of substitute linoleum referred 
to by me on a previous occasion. This material gave general satis- 
faction in the trade during a time of scarcity but, owing to some 
recent improvement in the supply position, we are now able to return 
to our pre-war standard of quality. 


I am convinced that if we are to implement the ambitious and 
far-reaching programme of social legislation to which the country 
may be committed during the life of the present Parliament, it must 
be dependent upon the country’s capacity to maintain a volume of 
export trade on a greater scale than ever before and this will require 
an effort from British industry even greater than that achieved 
during the critical days of the war. 


I am somewhat concerned at the tendency to decry the value of 
private enterprise and individual initiative in industry. The country 
owes its position as a great industrial nation to a well-tried system 
of private enterprise, which has always encouraged men of pioneer 
spirit. Many of them have risen from the ranks and were prepared 
to work hard and take risks in their efforts towards greater things, 
while at the same time providing employment for an ever-increasing 
number of their fellow men.

This basis is, for each month of the first quarter of 1946, 
100 per cent. of the average monthly receipts of such lead in the 
period September to December 1945. Separate licences will be 
granted for unwrought lead of less than 99-97 per cent. lead 
content and for scrap lead respectively. Licences already 
granted in January will count against such consumer’s allocation 
on the above basis, and any necessary adjustments will be made 
in the licences to be issued for February and March. The above 
arrangements apply to all consumers of over 2 tons per month.

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Return to British Owners of Italian 
Property 


RITISH property in Italy, together with the property of 


nationals of other countries at war with Italy and of- 


Italian companies controlled by such nationals was 
sequestrated by the Italian Government in 1940 and placed in 
the charge of sequestrators whose duty was to manage the 
property in accordance with Italian law. 

It is hoped that in the near future the Italian Government, 
with the approval of the Allied Governments concerned, will 
issue a De-sequestration Decree, providing for the formal 
return of such property to the nationals of the United Nations. 
This Decree has been the subject of considerable discussion for 
the purpose of protecting owners’ interests pending agreements 
between the Governments concerned. 

After the decree is issued, its provisions will be published in 
this country and full guidance will be given as to the action 
British owners should take. This will include information as to 
facilities for obtaining a report on the property by British 
Consular Officers, where this has not already been furnished, 
and for the employment, where desired and at the owners’ 
expense, of local legal or other professional or technical representa- 
tives. Information will also be given as to the possibility of 
remitting money for upkeep of property, professional fees, etc. 


Necessary Repairs 

In the meantime the Italian Ministry of the Treasury has 
accepted the principle that sequestrators should put in hand 
repairs necessary to prevent progressive deterioration and to 
pay for them whether the accounts of the property concerned 
are in credit or in deficit. The return of property should, 
except in special cases, await the De-sequestration Decree. 

It is expected that the De-sequestration Decree will postpone 
certain issues arising on transfer of title to the property, such 
as disputes over what is restored, and claims for compensation, 
until agreements are reached either between the respective 
Governments or between the owners and the Italian Authorities. 
It is not possible to say what, if any, provisions will be made in 
the Peace Treaty on such matters. Owners are at liberty to 
negotiate with the Italian Authorities and accept settlement of 
claims at any time. They will no doubt bear in mind the possi- 
bility that such settlements, if made before the Treaty comes into 
force, may prejudice any rights which they may have under the 
Treaty. 

H.M. Government is not yet in a position to receive claims 
for loss or damage either through Departments in this country, 
or through British Consular Officers in Italy. In all cases, 
owners are advised to collect and retain all available documents 
and evidence which are likely to be of assistance in avoiding 
subsequent disputes as to the condition of the property and in 
determing the extent and cause of the damage at the time of 
restoration and also in formulating claims after the Peace 
Settlement. 

With a view to orderly procedure under the proposed Dese- 
questration Decree and the possibility, at a later date, of pro- 
secution of claims under the Peace Treaty, it has been arranged 
that the Trading with the Enemy Department, 24 Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, shall be the sole channel of communication in 
these matters between British owners in the United Kingdom 
and British Embassy and Consular Officers in Italy. This is 
not intended to deter owners from communicating direct with 
the British Embassy or British Consular Officers on matters 
other than the state of their property, the action to be taken for 
its restoration and the payment of compensation. 


Advice to Owners 

The British Consular Officer in Italy will be prepared to advise 
owners resident in Italy and accredited local representatives of 
British owners who are resident outside Italy. Owners in the 
United Kingdom who will wish action under the De-sequestration 
Decree to be taken on their behalf by responsible managers or 
other representatives in Italy should now proceed to make the 
necessary arrangements with such persons in preparation for the 
time when action is called for. Powers of Attorney used in 
connection with the restoration of property should be drawn up 
before a Notary and legalised by the Home Office (or the Scottish 
Home Department, Edinburgh, for documents bearing the 
signature of a notary in Scotland), Foreign Office and the Italian 
Xepresentative in that order. 

Before being submitted to the Home Office or Scottish Home 
Department it is recommended that Powers of Attorney should 
be sent to the Bank of England for approval from the point of 
view of the Defence (Finance) Regulations. It is unlikely that 
Powers of Attorney will be required to secure restoration of bank 
accounts or funds transferred or paid to Isteambi, or moneys 
derived from the sale of British-owned property or securities. 


Moneys paid to Istcambi or other Italian authority in respect 
of the Anglo-Italian Clearing Agreement will remain frozen 
subject to later arrangements between Governments. 

It is hoped that the De-sequestration Decree will be applied 
automatically in that part of Italian territory which has been 
handed back to Italian Government administration. In territory 
at present under Allied Military Government (i.e. that part of 
Venezia Giulia west of the Morgan line and the province of 
Udine) it is expected that Allied Military Government will 
apply the decree and employ equivalent procedure. Enquiries 
regarding property in these territories, in the former Italian 
colonies and the Dodecanese and in that part of Venezia Giulia 
east of the Morgan line should be addressed to the Trading with 
the Enemy Department, as in the case of territory under Italian 
xovernment administration. 


Return of Properties by 
Jugoslavia 


HE Government of Democratic Federal Jugoslavia have 

taken a decision of a general nature about foreign pro- 

perties and businesses in Jugoslavia and have decided 
under certain conditions to restore properties belonging to foreign 
subjects. 

It has been agreed, on the proposal of the Jugoslav Govern- 
ment to establish a Mixed Commission to set in Belgrade with 
the object of settling questions relating to British-owned pro- 
perty in Jugoslavia. 

Companies who in view of the above desire to send their 
representatives in order to visit and inspect their properties in 
Jugoslavia should communicate with the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, who are willing to sponsor applications for visas 
with Jugoslav Government. 

The conditions attached to the return of British-owned pro- 
perties by the Jugoslav Government are as follows :— 

(a) provided there is no question of camouflaged enemy 
properties falling within scope of the decision avnoj Novem- 
ber 21, 1944, about transfer to the State of enemy properties 
all measures of sequestration and forced management and 
administration of properties of foreign subjects will be 
annulled and these properties will be restored to their owners 
or legal representatives. 

(b) provided there is no question of properties con- 
fiscated by Yugoslav Government because of collaboration 
with the enemy or his collaborators. 

(c) provided foreign businesses pay taxes on war profits 
on the same conditions as Yugoslav businesses. The pro- 
perties of foreign subjects will be restored to their owners 
in the same condition as they were on the liberation of the 
country, any capital appreciation or material improvement 
of foreign properties which have taken place during the 
war represents the property of the Yugoslav State quite 
apart from whether they were carried out by the occupation 
administration or by Yugoslav management. 

The restoration of these properties will have to be effected 
by stages and on basis of legal titles to properties concerned 
which titles will have to be submitted for verification to Yugoslav 
authorities. 

The opposition on the part of certain interested parties to the 
application of law of agrarium reform on rural properties cannot 
be accepted, as agrarian reform is a matter of general application 
in different countries in Europe. 





Mission to South America from 
U.K. Shipbuilding Firms 


At the request of the President of the Board of Trade, the 
Shipbuilding Conference has arranged to send a mission fully 
representative of the entire United Kingdom shipbuilding 
industry to visit Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Peru and Uruguay. 
It is expected to leave at the beginning of February.

Island Shipbuilding Co. Ltd., and other members will be Mr.

France Extends Facilities for Private 
Import Trade 


HE French authorities have agreed that application for 

licences to import cotton piece-goods and cotton thread 

on private account will now be considered in addition to 
the list announced in the Board of Trade Journal on November 24, 
1945. The complete list of goods for which applications for 
import licences will now be considered is therefore as follows :— 


Spare parts and replacements for all types of machinery and 
equipment. 

Hand tools. 

Cotton piece-goods and thread. 

Other manufactured products in quantities less than 5 tons 
in weight and less than £5,000 in value (excluding indus- 
trial plant and machine tools, milk cans, agricultural 
machinery, coal-mining machinery, trucks and footwear). 

Certain raw materials and articles to be used in the manu- 
facture of finished products intended for export. 

Breeding animals. 

Seeds. 

Books and publications. 


Importers will apply in France to the appropriate authorities 
for import licences, and when these are issued, will be able to 
obtain the foreign exchange necessary for the purchase. 

Operating lines may now accept for shipment from the United 
Kingdom to France single consignments of private traffic of up to 
100 tons weight without reference either to the Ministry of War 
Transport or the French Purchasing Mission, 22-26 Queen Anne 
Street, London, W.1, provided that the shippers can produce 
a visa from the French Commercial Counsellor, 22 Hans Place, 
London, S.W.1. 

This visa will take the form of an endorsement on a certified 
duplicate of the relevant invoice covering the shipment. 

All parcels exceeding 100 tons will remain subject to the 
provisions described in Board of Trade communiqués of July 14 
and November 3, i.e. applications for shipping space should be 
submitted in duplicate to the French Commercial Counsellor 
giving the usual information and in addition the French import 
licence number, and should be accompanied’ by two copies of the 


relevant invoices. The French Commercial Counsellor will 


forward them after endorsement to the ‘‘ Service du Transit ” 
of the French Purchasing Mission, who will communicate with 
the shippers. 


Other European Countries 


Below is revised information about exports to other European 
countries. Information of this kind is liable to become out of date 
and if it is being used in any but the most general kind of way 
more than one month after the date*of publication, steps should 
be taken to check with the appropriate section in the Commercial 
Relations and Treaties Department of the Board of Trade. 


Albania

Austria 
No commercial relations. 


Belgium and Luxembourg 

Private trade has been re-opened (Board of Trade Journal, 
June 9) and the Belgian Government are therefore prepared to 
consider the issue of import licences to private traders for the 
import of goods into Belgium and Luxembourg, for all except 
the following range of goods, which we wish for the moment 
to be procured solely through Government channels (the list is 
subject to modification). 

Foodstuffs subject to export licensing under the Export of 
Goods (Control) (No. 7) Order. 

Coal. 

Certain types of hides and leather. 

Traders who wish to send goods to Belgium should therefore 
be told to get in touch direct with their agents in Belgium and 
when they have some evidence that their customers have 
received a Belgian import licence should apply for an export 
licence in the usual way where this is necessary. It is worth 
noting that no import licences are required in Belgium for 


purchases made by the Belgian Economic Mission or e.g. Ocachar 
on their behalf. Exporters sending goods 100 tons or less in 
weight should get in touch direct with their shipping agents to 
fix up transport arrangements. For a consignment weighing 
more than this amount, however, traders should contact the 
Belgian Economic Mission, 115 Eaton Square, London, S.W.1, to 
arrange shipment. 


Bulgaria 
No commercial relations. 


Czechoslovakia 

Private trade has been resumed. Certain basic supplies are 
being procured through U.N.R.R.A., but most of the purchases 
outside the U.N.R.R.A. programme will be on private account. 
Czechoslovak importers require import licences and exchange 
transfer permits. Applications for shipping space should be 
made to the Czechoslovak Government Representative in 
London at the Czechoslovak Supply & Shipping Co., Fursecroft, 
George Street, London, W.1 (Ambassador 2281). 


Denmark 

The Board of Trade announced on September | the re-opening 
of private trade between Denmark and the United Kingdom. 
Payment for United Kingdom exports and for imports from 
Denmark will be made in sterling or Danish kroner through 
banking channels. The issue of a Danish import licence will 
carry with it authority for the provision of the necessary sterling 
exchange for payment of the United Kingdom exporter. Traders 
should get in touch with their normal shipping agencies when 
they have evidence that a Danish import licence has been issued 
and have obtained a British export licence where this is necessary. 
As in the case of Belgium, the Danish Government has agreed 
that a limited range of goods shall be bought only through the 
Danish Supply Mission at 67 Pont Street, London, 8.W.1. The 
list of goods is the same as that for Belgium.

Normal private trade conditions. 


Finland 

The Finnish Government are now prepared to issue import 
licences to private traders for the import of goods into Finland 
for all except the range of goods listed in the paragraph on 
Belgium. Payments can be made in both directions through 
normal banking channels. Having satisfied themselves that 
Finnish import licences have been issued, traders should contact 
their shipping agencies in the normal way. The Finnish Govern- 
ment have appointed a trade representative, Mr. Hj. Krogius, 
10 Arthur Street, Cannon Street, London, E.C.4 (Mansion House 
1154), who will act where necessary as the Purchasing Agent for 
his Government. 


Germany

Greece 

A press notice of September 3 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
September 8) announced the resumption of private trade between 
Greece and the United Kingdom. The Greek Government are, 
therefore, prepared to consider the issue of import licences to 
private traders for the import of goods into Greece for all except 
basic relief goods, which are being procured through U.N.R.R.A., 
and the range of goods which are for the present procurable only 
through Government channels (see Belgium). ‘Traders who wish 
to export goods to Greece should, when they have evidence that 
a Greek import licence has been issued, apply for shipping space 
to the Secretary, Greek Shipping Committee (Export Depart- 
ment), 71 Park Street, London, W.1 (Mayfair 6161), giving the 
usual information, together with the Greek import licence 
number. 


Holland 

A financial agreement between Holland and the United 
Kingdom has now been concluded and the resumption of private 
trade was announced in the Board of Trade Journal of Septem- 
ber 29. The arrangements follow the lines laid down for Belgium 
and Denmark.

The arrangements follow the lines laid down 
for Belgium except that as a temporary measure the Norwegian 
Government propose to continue to purchase through the 
Norwegian Ministry of Supply certain textiles and fishing gear 
in addition to the items on the Belgian list. As the position is 
liable to change very shortly, all enquiries about exports of 
textiles to Norway should be referred to the appropriate section 
of C.R.T. 


Poland

British India Crop Conditions 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ending on the dates given :— 

Madras, December 29. Standing crops are generally fair. 
Harvesting of paddy is progressing. Outturn is reported to be 
generally poor. 

Bihar, January 7. Standing crops are fair. 
rabi crops is completed. 

Orissa, January 7. Standing crops, including paddy, sugar- 
cane, wheat, tobacco, summer paddy and cotton, are generally 
thriving. 

Punjab, January 7. Rain is badly needed. Standing crops 
including sugarcane and wheat are generally average to good. 

;_, Assam, January 14. Prospects of the outturn of crops are fair 
to good. 

Bengal, January 2. Standing crops are satisfactory. Har- 
vesting of aman and sowing of rabi crops is being completed. 

Central Provinces and Berar, January 5. Standing crops are 
satisfactory on the whole. Winter showers are urgenty needed. 

Indian Rice Crop. The first official estimate of the 1945-46 
Indian rice crop places the area planted at 73,594,000 acres 
which compares with last year’s corresponding revised estimate 
of 73,414,000 acres. The condition of the crop generally is fairly 
good.

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Mineral Production of 
Southern Rhodesia 


The value of the Colony’s mineral and metal output in Sep. 
tember last was £646,254 as against £652,985 in August 1945 
and £684,317 in September 1944, states the Economic and 
Statistical Bulletin issued by the Department of Statistics, 
Salisbury. The total value of the mining output during the 
first nine months of last year was £6,125,062 as compared with 
£6,292,289 in the corresponding period of 1944. 

Gold: There were 47,995 oz. of gold valued at £413,356 pro- 
duced in September as compared with 47,600 ozs. valued at 
£410,526 during the previous month. The quantity of gold 
produced fell from 446,248 ozs. in the first nine months of 1944 
to 429,504 ozs. in the corresponding period of 1945, and the 
value from £3,748,487 to £3,698,809. 

Asbestos: The production of asbestos in September last 
amounted to 4,784 tons valued at £149,545 as against 4,684 tons 
(£151,180) in August. 

The output of asbestos decreased from 43,610 in January- 
September 1944 to 42,255 tons in the first nine months of 1945, 
but the value increased from £1,215,627 to £1,355,196. 

Chrome Ore: The quantity of chrome ore produced in Sep.- 
tember 1945 was 7,108 tons valued at £12,957. In the previous 
month, 5,662 tons valued at £11,274 were produced. During 
the first nine months of 1945 the output of chrome ore, 169,42] 
tons to the value of £342,744, was less than that of January 
September 1944, viz. 236,504 tons to the value of £471,317. 

Coal: There was a decrease from 152,996 tons in August last 
to 145,372 tons in September in the quantity of coal raised in 
the Colony. The value of sales, plus the estimated value of coal 
used for coke, however, rose from £53,437 to £54,923. 

Coal raised in the first nine months of 1945 totalled 1,413,432 
tons, a decrease of 69,989 tons in comparison with the cor- 
responding period of 1944. The value of sales and of coal used 
for coke fell from £528,433 in 1944 to £508,726 in 1945. 

Tungsten Concentrates: The output of tungsten concentrates 
fell from 18 tons (£3,833) in August to 9 tons (£1,711) in Sep- 
tember last. During the first nine months of 1945 the production 
of tungsten concentrates was lower than that of the period 
January—September 1944 (237 tons as against 564 tons); the 
value, too, was lower (£50,835 as compared with £157,336). 

Tin Concentrates : There were 13 tons of tin concentrates 
produced in September 1945 as compared with 31 tons in 
August, the value amounting to £1,997 as compared with £7,801. 
The output of the concentrates in the first nine months of 1945 
was greater than a year earlier—155 as against 142 tons. The 
value of the production rose from £20,886 in 1944 to £28,092 in 
1945. 

Other Minerals and Metals: 
minerals and metals other than those specified above were as 
follows :—war pyrites, £1,991 ; silver, £1,485 ; limestone, £878; 
arsenic, £730; magnesite, £693; clay, £40; quartz, £5; 
tantalum, £800 ; and mica, £5,143. During the first nine 
months of 1945 the total value of “‘ other minerals and metals” 
was £140,660 and in the corresponding period of 1944, £150,223. 


Dairy Production 

Butter: The quantity of butter fat purchased by creameries 
in Southern Rhodesia decreased from 40,690 Ibs. in August last 
to 29,341 Ibs. in September and the quantity of butter manu- 
factured by creameries from 46,037 lbs. to 33,783 Ibs. There 
were no imports of butter in September and exports totalled 
2,888 Ibs. 

During the first nine months of 1945, 822,395 Ibs. of butter-fat 
were purchased and 981,937 Ibs. of butter manufactured by 
creameries as against 806,617 lbs. of butter-fat purchased and 
972,344 lbs. of butter manufactured during the corresponding 
period of 1944. The quantity of butter imported was 67,200 lbs. 
and exports amounted to 34,071 Ibs 

Cheese: The quantity of cheese manufactured increased from 
42,166 lbs. in August to 43,194 Ibs. in September last. Imports 
in September totalled 814 Ibs. and exports 6,749 Ibs. During the 
first nine months uf 1945, 543,994 Ibs. of cheese were manv- 
factured by factories and farm dairies as against 396,633 Ibs. 
manufactured, durfng January-September 1944. Imports of 
cheese totalled 909 Ibs. and exports, 69,760 Ibs. 
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France Abolishes Import Levies 


HE attention of firms interested in trade with France is 

drawn to the announcement in “The Journal Officiel ” 

of December 30 that as a result of the decision of December 
26, 1945, modifying the exchange rate of the franc, payment of 
the import levies required under Ordinance of April 19 and 
Decree of August 13, 1945, are’abolished. These levies were 
imposed when the franc was fixed at 200 to the pound to 
raise the prices of imported goods to the current level in 
France, the money raised being used to subsidise French ex- 
ports. The recent devaluation of the franc has removed the 
need from this system of adjustment. 

The import levies referred to above remain payable only in the 
following circumstances :— 

1. For imports effected under cover of licences A C issued 
before December 26, 1945, when they have been provided with 
a note stipulating that “a perequation duty on imports may be 
levied and that the rate of this levy will be fixed later.” 

2. For imports effected under cover of licences issued since 
Dec -mber 26, 1945, in virtue of previous agreements bearing, 
before December 26, the aforesaid note. 

Payments relating to goods which will be imported dating 
from the publication of this notice (December 30, 1945) will be 
collected by the Customs authorities at the time of import. 
Those relating to goods imported before this publication will be 
collected by the Exchange Office. 

Imports for which the importers can prove having obtained 
the necessary currency on the bases of the new rate of exchange 
will, however, be exempted from perequation payments. 

This proof, which is the onus of the importer, will be in the 
form of presentation at the Import Custom House of the original 
copy of the licence or the preliminary agreement. The visa 
affixed by the approved bank as well as the rate of exchange 
applied in order to indicate the counter-value in French francs 
of the amount of currency released to the importer will con- 
stitute the elements of proof of which the Custom authorities, in 
particular, will take cognisance. 

in the case of partial allotment of currency after December 
26, a part of the importation proportional to the amount of 
currency released at the new rate of exchange will be exempted 
from supplementary payments. 

The rates of the relevant payments due under the above 
conditions are indicated hereunder. They are the same for 
imports of every origin and are calculated on the value free- 
frontier of the goods imported. 

In the case where, as a result of the fixing of a general contract 
price, the payments will have the effect of bringing the cost 
prices of the products imported above the French home prices 
importers will be able to avail themselves of the Perequation 
Supervisory (or Adult) Committee instituted by Ordinance of 
June 20, 1945, which will make the necessary arrangements with 
a view to bringing the cost price to the level of French prices. 

Importer’s claims should be addressed to the committee 
through the Technical Control Office responsible for the imported 
product.

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Southern Rhodesia Increased Trade 


first nine months of 1945 compared with the corresponding 

period of 1944 has recently been published by the Depart- 
ment of Statistics, Salisbury. The review indicates that during 
the period under survey the aggregate value of both imports 
and exports recorded increases over the corresponding period 
of 1944. The total value of imports rose slightly from £8,969,775 
in January-September 1944 to £9,082,478 in the same nine 
months of 1945, despite a sharp fall in imports of specie from 
£385,669 in 1944 to £31,507 in 1945. Moreover, eliminating the 
effect of price changes, the resulting volume figures showed 
that imports in January-September 1945 were over 8 per cent. 
higher than in the previous year, although still 25 per cent. lower 
than in 1939. 

The aggregate value of exports increased in value from 
£12,289,017 in the first nine months of 1944 to £13,256,394 in 
1945, or by 7-9 per cent. It is estimated, however, that the total 
yolume of exports showed but little change in 1945 compared 
with 1944. Heavy exports of unmanufactured tobacco were 
counte.acted by decreased consignments of maize and asbestos. 


N REVIEW of the trade of Southern Rhodesia during the 


Import Classes 

The value of imports of merchandise (excluding specie) rose 
from £8,584,106 in January-September 1944 to £9,050,971 in 
the period under review, an increase of £466,865. Eleven of 
the fifteen classes into which imports are classified recorded 
increases in value in January-September 1945 compared with the 
same period of 1944. The largest increases occurred in imports 
of foodstuffs, which rose from £870,568 in January-September 
1944 to £1,103,568 in the period under review, due to heavy 
importation of wheat (30,401,514 lbs. valued at £244,131 in 1945 
compared with 23,050,345 lbs.) valued at £78,895 in 1944, and 
fibres and yarning textiles and apparel the value of which 
advanced from £2,350,306 to £2,521,445 on account of heavier 
purchases of cotton piece-goods (21,015,202 yards, valued at 
£1,166,328 in 1945, compared with 19,723,688 yards, valued at 
£959,468, in 1944). 

Other classes of goods to show appreciable increase on the 
1944 figures being drugs, chemicals and fertilisers, the value of 
which rose from £521,633 to £592,998, leather, rubber and manu- 
factures thereof which advanced from £377,484 to £434,807 ; 
books, paper and stationery from £220,385 to £260,081, and 
minerals, earthenware, glassware and cement from £187,369 to 
£217,993. The only two classes of goods to record a decline of 
any magnitude were metals, metal manufactures, machinery 
and vehicles due to smaller consignments of railway material, 
and oils, waxes, resins, paints and varnish as a result of decreased 
imports of lubricating oil. 

The share of British countries in the import trade in mer- 
chandise rose slightly from £6,438,038, or 75 per cent. of the total 
merchandise (excluding specie) in the period January-September 
1944 to £7,108,977, or 78-5 per cent. of the trade in the same 
period of 1945. Imports from the United Kingdom rose from 
£2,994,500 (34-8 per cent.) in 1944 to £3,236,301 (35-5 per cent.) 
in 1945, while shipments from the Union of South Africa showed 
little change, rising from £2,330,291 (27-1 per cent.) to £2,521,753 
(27-5 per cent.) in 1945. Due mainly to heavy importations of 
wheat, imports from Canada advanced by over 50 per cent. from 
£312,063, or 3-6 per cent. of the total in 1944 to £517,433, or 
57 per cent. of the total in 1945. Shipments from India and 
Australia declined from £450,927 to £343,912 and £105,412 to 
£28,823 respectively. 

The value of imports from foreign countries declined by 
10 per cent. from £2,146,068 in 1944 to £1,941,994 in 1945. The 
most substantial drop was in imports from the United States, 
which fell in value from £1,398,636 (or 16:3 per cent. of the 
total in 1944) to £1,255,137 (or 13-8 per cent. of the total in 
1945). Imports from Argentina and Brazil declined sharply 
from £90,686 to £5,272 and from £64,144 to £8,960 respectively. 


Domestic Exports 

The substantial rise of over half a million pounds in the total 
value of domestic exports from £11,190,264 in January-Sep- 
tember 1944 to £11,803,504 in January-September 1945, was 
mainly due to heavy consignments of leaf tobacco which rose 
from 22,158,375 lbs., valued at £2,744,639, to 31,179,748 Ibs., 
valued at £3,310,539. In addition to tobacco, exports of many 
products of secondary industries also figured prominently in 
the increased value of exports. Meats, fresh, frozen and chilled 
increased in value from £155,176 in the period January-Sep- 
tember 1944 to £193,305 in the same period of 1945, due to 
consignments to Britain to the value of almost £60,00). 

Exports of ground nut oil rose by over £40,000 as compared 
with 1944, itself a record year, and amounted to £108,832 in the 
first nine months of 1945. The value of footwear exported 
Increased from £36,190 in 1944 to £90,351 in 1945. 





Gold exports showed little change, declining slightly from 
441,523 fine ozs., valued at £3,708,840, in the first nine months 
of 1944, to 427,254 fine ozs., valued at £3,679,745, in 1945. Asa 
results of the steady decline in gold production during the war 
years and the exceptionally heavy tobacco crop reaped in 1945, 
it is of interest to note that the value of tobacco exported during 
the first nine months of 1945 was only 10 per cent. below the 
value of gold consignments, the combined value of exports of 
gold and unmanufactured tobacco amounting to over £7 million, 
represented 59-4 per cent. of the Colony’s total domestic exports 
in January-September 1945 as against 57-7 per cent. in 1944. 
The commodities recording the largest decreases in 1945 com- 
pared with the first nine months of 1944 were maize and asbestos, 
the value of the former declining from £203,512 to £22,282 and 
the latter from £1,293,595 to £1,156,235. Exports of tungsten 
ores also fell from 411 tons, valued at £116,723, to 311 tons, 
valued at £78,821. 


Destinations of Exports 

Exports of Southern Rhodesian produce to British countries 
increased slightly in value from £9,737,889 in January—Sep- 
tember 1944 to £9,840,407 in 1945, but the Empire’s share of 
the total trade declined from 87 per cent. to 83-4 per cent. 

Exports to the United Kingdom rose from £6,136,259, or 
54-8 per cent. of the total in 1944, to £6,704,759 or 56 8 per cent. 
of the total in 1945. Exports to the Union of South Africa 
showed a heavy decline from £1,628,129 or 14-5 per cent. in 
1944 to £859,079 or 7:3 per cent. in 1945, due to smaller pur- 
chases of Rhodesian tobacco. 

Exports to Northern Rhodesia also declined from £1,255,854 
to £1,079,745. Exports to the rest of the Empire were, however, 
in excess of the previous year in most cases. Australia took 
goods to the value of £498,885 in the first nine months of 1945 
as against £219,461 in the previous year. Exports to Mauritius 
amounted to £65,388 as against £29,799 in January-September 
1944 ; Bechuanaland Protectorate, £185,757 as against £100,576 ; 
to Nigeria, £52,170 as against £33,261 and to Nyasaland, £54,373 
as against £33,434. 

The value of exports to foreign countries rose both absolutely 
and relatively from £1,452,375 or 13 per cent. of the total in 
January-September, 1944, to £1,963,097 or 16 per cent. in the 
same period of 1945. As a result of the cessation of hostilities 
many more European countries now figure in the export trade. 
The demand for Rhodesian tobacco on the continent of Europe 
was mainly responsible for exports to Belgium reaching £157,000 
in 1945; to Sweden, £90,000; to Norway, £24,000; and to 


* Switzerland, £14,000. Exports to Egypt which consisted mainly 


of unmanufactured tobacco, rose from £94,863 or 0-8 per cent. 
of the total in 1944, to £357,181 or 3 per cent. in 1945. Shipments 
to the United States, however, declined from £841,325 or 7-5 per 
cent. to £740,424 or 6-3 per cent. in 1945 as a result of decreased 
exports of raw asbestos. 


Re-export Trade 

The increase of £350,000 in the value of the re-export trade, 
from £1,049,634 in the first nine months of 1944 to £1,399,849 
in the period under review was attributable to heavier purchases 
by Northern Rhodesia and the Bechuanaland Protectorate. 
Exports of imported merchandise to the former country rose in 
value from £642,050 in 1944 to £906,776 and to the latter from 
£77,384 to £175,390. There was an appreciable decline in the 
value of re-exports to Portugal East Africa which fell from 
£141,779 in January—September 1944 to £66,092 in the cor- 
responding period of 1945. 
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Increased Fur Production in 


HE rising demand for finished furs together with no 

general increase in numbers of furs taken has resulted in 

a further sharp increase in prices of pelts and in the total 
value of pelts taken in Canada, states the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics (Agricultural Branch), Ottawa. For the season ending 
June 30, 1944, the total value of raw fur production comprising 
pelts taken by trappers and those sold from fur farms amounted 
to $33,147,392, representing an increase of $4-6 million or 16 
per cent. over the previous high figure recorded in 1942-43. 
For some kinds of furs the numbers taken in 1943-44 were 
below those of the preceding period but unit values were, for the 
most part, higher. 

Ontario maintained its position as the leading province from 
the stand-point of value of furs taken. The 1943-44 value for 
that province exceeded $7-1 million as compared with $5-8 
million in 1942-43. The value of Quebec’s production also 
increased, reaching $6-1 million. Alberta ranked third with 
$4:6 million. Values for all provinces except Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick show increases over the preceding year. The 
value of pelts taken in the Yukon was higher but a decline 
occurred in the North-west Territories as compared with 1942-43. 

Pelts of mink continued to be the leading source of revenue to 
the industry and increased from $5-8 million to $7-1 million. 
Approximately two-thirds of the mink pelts sold originated on 
fur ranches. The value of silver fox pelts, including new types, 
was second in importance at nearly $5-2 million. The value of 
beaver pelts at $4-8 million exceeded muskrat in the year under 
review. Both numbers taken and average values for beaver 
pelts were substantially higher in 1943-44 than in 1942-43. 
The average value of pelts from beaver rose from $29-96 in 
1942-43 to $37-02 in the current year. Average values for 
silver fox rose from $24-84 to $33-99 and red fox from $12-50 
to $13-90 per pelt. Pelts taken from white fox increased in 
value from $28-37 to $32-83 and ermine pelts rose from an 
average of $1-58 to $2-17. The average value of muskrat pelts 
on the other hand, fell from $2-74 to $2-28. 

The total number of skins taken declined from 7,418,971 in 
1942-43 to 6,324,240 in 1943-44. The decline occurred largely 
in the number of rabbit and squirrel pelts. Numbers of beaver, 
ermine and skunk pelts increased considerably over those of the 
previous year.

HE Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, state 

that Canada’s domestic exports in October 1945 were 

valued at $227,901,000 against $313,962,000 in 
October 1944, a decline of 27-4 per cent. The decrease in Sep- 
tember was 16-6 per cent. The export of direct war materials 
recorded a further sharp decline in October, totalling $46,805,000 
as compared with $137,558,000 a year earlier, a decrease of 66 
per cent.; the reduction in the export movement of goods in 
this classification in September was 50 per cent. The aggregate 
value of domestic merchandise exported during the first ten 
months of 1945 was $2,744,867,000 as compared with 
§2,860,583,000 in the similar period of 1944. 

Wheat exports have been at a high level in recent months, 
the October valuation standing at $48,138,000 as compared with 
$36,754,000 in the corresponding month of 1944; export ship- 
ments during the first ten months of 1945 were valued at 
$358,458,000 as compared with $319,923,000 in the like period 
of 1944. October exports of wheat flour advanced from 
$7,162,000 to $8,021,000, and in the ten months period from 
875,398,000 to $82,800,000. 

October exports of fish and fishery products advanced from 
$4,892,000 in October 1944 to $6,073,000, expanding the ten

months aggregate from $52,019,000 to $66,379,000. Meat 
exports also moved up in October, being valued at $9,948,000 


is compared with $7,221,000; the ten months figure, however, 
vas lower, amounting to $129,497,000 as compared with 
$165,366,000. The export movement of fibres and textiles fell 
from $7,431,000 in October 1944 to $2,879,000, while the ten 
months figure advanced from $44,611,000 to $49,027,000. 

A sharp decline was recorded in the iron products group, 
exports under this heading dropping from $65,324,000 in 
October 1944 to $20,200,000, during the ten months ended 
October 1945 the valuation was $520,569,000 against 
$657,850,000 in the like period of 1944. In this group, motor 
vehicles and parts fell from $40,035,000 in October 1944 to 
$8,922,000 and in the ten months from $368,351,000 to 
$333,173,000. October exports of newsprint paper were recorded 
at $16,026,000 as compared with $14,255,000; wood pulp at 
$9,218,000 as compared with $11,294,000; and planks and 
boards at $11,345,000 as compared with $10,517,000.

Export Destinations 


Exports to the United States in October last were valued at 


$88,438,000 as compared with $123,039,000 in the corresponding - 


month of 1944, while the ten months aggregate was $1,006,815,000 
as compared with $1,056,028,000 in the same period of 1944. 
October exports to the United Kingdom were valued at 
$56,321,000 as compared with $112,639,000 a year earlier, and 
in the ten months ended October last at $844,472,000 as com- 
pared with $1,054,934,000. Exports to British India totalled 
$10,710,000 as compared with $20,064,000, and for the ten 
months at $284,032,000 as compared with $133,558,000. Ship- 
ments to the Soviet Union in October 1945 were valued at 
$7,115,000 as against $8,276,000; to the Netherlands at 
$6,910,000 as compared with $40; and to France at $7,136,000 
is against $7,756,000.

Storage of Goods in Customs Warehouses: The Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires reports that a 
Decree was published on November 17, 1945, under which goods 
imported into Argentina will not be permitted to remain in the 
Argentine Customs deposits for more than a year, counting from 
the date of arrival of the carrying vessel. 

The Decree provides that when goods have remained in the 
Customs deposits for six months, special permission must be 
obtained if it is desired to leave them in the deposit for the 
remaining six months. If permission is refused or the request 
for the extension is not presented in time, the goods must be 
removed from the Customs warehouses within thirty days. 

The object of the Decree is to prevent the overcrowding of 
the Customs deposits which has resulted from the application 
of the regulations previously in force.

Wrapping of Imported Goods: H.M. Ambassador at Buenos 
Aires has reported that a decree has been issued by which the 
surcharge of 10 per cent. levied on goods imported into Argen- 
tina without an inner wrapping, and previously suppressed in 
the case of hardware consisting mainly of iron or steel, has been 
extended, until further notice, to accessories and spare parts for 
motor cars and lorries covered by tariff items 636/640.

Import Restrictions: The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. 
Embassy, at Rio de Janeiro, reports, by telegraph, that an 
Ordinance published on December 28, 1945, temporarily sus- 
pends the operation of the import licensing system.

Customs Ruling : H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa 
has forwarded a copy of Memorandum Series D No. 50 T.D. 
& R. 31, dated November 28, 1945, issued by the Department of 
National Revenue, which contains the following ruling regarding 
the classification of certain paraffin wax under the Canadian 
Customs Tariff :— 

Wax of the paraffin series (including so-called amorphous or 
micro-crystalline wax), when the needle penetration is over 
75 for 100 grams, 5 seconds, at 77° Fahrenheit (A.S.T.M. D5-25), 
shall be classified as petroleum grease. Wax of this series, when 
the needle penetration is 75 or under for 100 grams 5 seconds, 
at 77° Fahrenheit (A.S.T.M. D5-25), shall be classified as 
paraffin wax if the melting point is below 139-1° Fahrenheit 
(59-5 Centigrade) and as mineral wax n.o.p., if the melting point 
is 139-1° Fahrenheit or over, determined by the Standard 
Method of Test for Melting Point of Paraffin Wax (A.S.T.M. 
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D87-42) and expressed as “ American Melting Point,” i.e. 
A.S.T.M. Melting Point plus 3° Fahrenheit.

Prohibited Imports : H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa 
has forwarded copies of Memoranda WM No. 113 and WM
